Hatch et al, James et al, Strong, Lotecka, McMenimen et al, Lee 
and Park disclose training inventions useful for improving interviewing skills. 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record shows the combination of the structure of the claimed system and 
method for teaching interviewing comprising inviting the student to select experiences, 
directing the student to associate provided brief descriptions with experiences, providing 
a set of themes corresponding to the brief descriptions for use in associating members 
of the set of themes with the selected experiences, wherein each member of the set of 
themes comprises at least one of a moral, a personality trait and a value, directing the 
student to prepare a description of each selected experience using members of the set 
of themes associated with the respective experience, directing the student to recall a 
particular experience that was associated with the particular theme, and directing the 
student to respond to the prompt by retelling the description of the recalled particular 
experience.
